LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit, for your Excellency’s consideration, the Emigration Emi K r,l J i " K 
Statistics for Ireland for the year 1905, which show, by Sexes, the ages, occupations, p^ s Irisl1 
and civil or conjugal condition of the Emigrants, and the ports at which they em- 
barked, also their intended destinations. 

It appears from the Returns of the Enumerators that the Emigrants who left Irish 
ports during the year 1905 numbered 31,172, or 7*1 per 1,000 of the estimated popu- 
lation of Ireland in the middle of the year, being a decrease of 6,243 as compared 
with the emigration in 1904. In the year 1905 the number of males who emigrated was 
16,453, or 1,071 less thau in the previous year, and the number of females 14,719, 
being a decrease of 5,172. In Table II. it is seen that the number of Emigrants from 
Ireland in the year 1905 is the smallest on record since the collection of these returns 
was first instituted in May, 1851. 

In 1905 of the total Emigrants there were 30,076 Natives of Ireland (or 7‘0 per 1,000 
of the estimated population), and 496 were persons belonging to other countries. When 
compared with 1904, the number of Emigrants, Natives of Ireland, shows a decrease of 
6,226, and the number of persons belonging to other countries a decrease of 17. 

In Table I. of the text the number of Emigrants from each Province in the years 
1904 and 1905 is shown by Sexes, with the increase or decrease in the latter year. 

Of the 30,676 Natives of Ireland who left the country last year, 3,937, or 3 - 4 per 
1,000 of the population of the Province in 1901, were from Leinster ; 9,002, or 8 '4 
per 1,000, from Munster; 10,236, or 6 - 5 per .1,000, from Ulster ; 7,501, or 11 - 6 per 
1,000, from Connaught ; the total number being equal to 6'9 per 1,000 of the population 
of Ireland in 1901. 

Leinster exhibits a decrease of 580, Munster a decrease of 3,604, Ulster an inci*ease of 
80, and Connaught a decrease of 2,122 Emigrants, in 1905, as compared with the 
number of Emigrants from each Province in 1904.

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EMIGRATION STATISTICS OF IRELAND, 1905. 


Number of The first collection of Emigration Returns for Ireland took place on the 1st Mar 
1 1851. From that date to the 31st of December, 1905, the total number of Emigrants— 
Natives of Ireland — who left Irish ports is 4,028,589, — 2,092,154 males, and 1/936 435 
females. Table II. on this page gives the number of Emigrants in each year, aud 
shows that the highest number, 190,322, in any one year, was in 1852, and the lowest 
was 30,676 in 1905, as before stated. In the decade, from 1866 to 1875, the average 
annual number of Emigrants, was 74,667 ; in the decade, 1856 to 1 865, the averao-e annual 
number amounted to 88,272, and in the four preceding years, from 1852 to 1855 the 
number averaged 148,985 annually. The number in 1876 fell to 37,587, the lowest 
number for any of the 26 years, 1851-76. After 1876 it increased steadily, but slowly 
for the three years 1877, 1878, and 1879, to 38,508, 41,124, and 47,065, respectively! 
In 1880 the number rose to 95,517, but it fell to 78,417, in 1881. In 1882, however, an 
increase of 10,719 took place, followed by a further increase in 1883, in which year 
the Emigrants amounted to 108,724 ; the next year there was a decrease of no less than 
32,861, as compared with 1883, and a decrease of 13,829, in 1885, as compared with 
1884, followed by an increase of 1,101, in 1886, and a further increase of 19,788 in 
1887, in which year the number was S2,923. In the years succeeding 1887 there was 
a gradual annual decline to 35,895, in 1894; in 1895 the number rose to 48,703- it then 
fell to 38,995, in 1896, to 32,535, in 1897, and to 32,241 in 1898. In 1899 the number 
rose to 41,232, and in 1900 to 45,288, but in 1901 it fell to 39,613, rising in 1902 to 
40,190. The number of Emigrants fell to 39,789 in 1903, to 36,902 in 1904 and to 
30,676 in 1905.

The sexes, numbers, ages, and conjugal condition of the persons who emigrated from 
each county are shown in the Table at pages 8-9, also similar information concerning 
persons belonging to other countries, who embarked at Irish ports during the year 1905 is 
contained in the Table. . The only quinquennial age-period in which the females greatly 
outnumbered the males is that between fifteen and twenty, when the number of females 
was 4,116, and of males 2,218. The quinquennial age-period 20 — 25 years, furnished 
the largest number of both male and female Emigrants — the emigrants of this age-period 
forming 427 per cent, of the entire number of those who emigrated during the year 1905. 

Of the males who emigrated (10,453 in number) 1,521, or 9 2 per cent., were 
described as married men or widowers ; and of the 14,719 females, 1,984, or 13-5 per 
cent., were returned as married or widowed. Of the 33,136 persons between the acres 
of 20 and 25 years, 319 only were married — 75 males and 244 females.

From this it appeal’s that 27, 189, or 
StJ’G per cent, of the total, emigrated to the Colonies or to Foreign Countries ; and 3,487, 
or 11 4 per cent., to Great Britain. The United States of America received 24,134, or 
'V' P er cent., of the number of these Emigrants in 1905. compared with an average of 
32,4-i /, or 82’9 per cent., for the four preceding years. Emigration to Canada shows an 
increase of 27/ m 1905 compared with 1904, the numbers being 2,360 in 1905, and 
2,083 in 1904. 1 he number of Emigrants to South Africa iu 1905 was 324 as compared

2,873 of Leinster. Leinster contributed 1S6 ot the 285 who left for Australia. Ulster 
tarnished the largest contingent to Canada— 1,839 out of a total of 2,360. 

Ihe number of Natives of Ireland who left Ireland during the year 1905, as compiled 
from the enumerators return with the intention of settling permanently in Great Britain, 
was 3,487. Of these 1,950 left for England and Wales, and 1,537 for Scotland, the 
averages for four preceding years being 2,654 and 1,870 respectively ; 71-7 per cent, of the 
number who went to England and Wides were Ulster people, and of the 1,537 who went 
to Scotland no less than 1,378 or 89-7 per cent, were also from Ulster. 600 of these being 
natives of the County of Antrim.

The term “Emigrant” may be defined as “a person who leaves the country with 
the intention of settling permanently elsewhere” and the Enumerators have instructions 
to make a return of such persons for each passenger ship which sails from any port in 
Ireland within their district.

In addition to the destinations of the Emigrants — Natives of Ireland — in 1905, the 
population in 1901, and the ratio of Emigrants to every 1,000 of the population for each 
county and province are shown in Table 4, page 13. From this Table* it appears that 
the highest Provincial rate was 11'6 per 1,000 of the population for Connaucrht ; 
Munster came next with a rate of S‘4 ; the rates for Ulster and Leinster were 
respectively 6*5 and 3-4 per 1,000. The highest County rates were — Mayo, 12*9 ; 
Galway, 12-6 ; Leitrim, 1 2’0 ; Clare, 11-5; Kerry, 11’4; Sligo, 9 '4 ; Longford, 9*2; 
Roscommon, 8'7 ; and Cork, 8 '6. 

Table 2 on pages 10-11 gives the occupations and ages of the Emigrants of each sex 
who left Ireland in 1905. From this it will be seen that of the 14,986 males aged 15 
years and upwards, 8,969, or 59 8 per cent., were returned as “labourers”; a nd of the 
13,398 females at 15 years and upwards, 9.465, or 70'7 per cent., were returned as 
“ servants.” 

The occupations and ages of Emigrants to the United States of America are given 
in Table at page 12 of this Report. Of the total number of such emigrants 22,966 
travelled steerage, of whom 8,884 had their passages paid for in America, viz. : — 1,981 
in March Quarter, 4,060 in June Quarter, 1,843 in September Quarter, and 1,000 in 
December Quarter.
